opened to the public yesterday, and 
Denver is now wearing a gala day as- 
pect that has seldom been equaled in 
this country. The most harmonious 
union of feeling and action from all 
sections of Colorado and trom other 
States is observed, one and ‘all’ ap- 
parently striving for one object—the 
success of this great undertaking of 
the Centennial State. 

CROWDED DENVER. 
Never before has Denver had so 
many visitors as are now here to wit- 
ness the opening exercises of the great 
show. Evefy hotel’ and boarding 
house is full to overflowing, and the!

An Interesting Time and Ceremony 
—Cerner-stone Laying. 
Monday was a gala-day in Wilming- 
ton, the occasion being the laying of the 
corner-stone of Masonic Hall. The 


country people were in town in full

societies marched in full regalia to the 
site of the proposed building. After 
prayer by Grand Chaplain Abraham 
Wolf Edleman, the Acting Grand Orator, 
Joseph William Venable, of Downey, 
made a short and eloquent oration.
